“An inspection of Cleveland’s 
newsstands was prompted by 
publication of Dr. Frederic 
Wertham’s ‘Seduction of the 
Innocent,’ a study of the harm- 
ful effects of comic books on 
children, as revealed in seven 
years of investigation. 

“To some degree, almost all 
the evils which Dr. Wertham 
attacks are present in Cleve- 
land’s comic books. 

“The psychiatrist charges, 
for example, that comic books 
‘suggest criminal or sexually 
abnormal ideas,’ and ‘suggest 
the forms a delinquent impulse 
may take and supply details of 
technique.’ 

“That's what the seduction 
book does. One story offers an 
elaborate plan for trapping and 
tricking the victim, then pree 
sents an attempted murder 
when the trick fails.

“Imagine first a representative 
cross-section of the population of a 
Near East State—townsmen and 
countrymen, shopkeepers, govern- 
ment officials, professional men 
and peasant farmers; and with 
them over 100,000 Bedouin, semi- 
nomads mostly living on the edge 
of the Near Eastern seas of sand. 
Imagine then a third of these 
people—nearly 300,000 in fact— 
living in 58 camps, for the most 
part where they happened to be 
stranded in 1948; the others 
sharing the small houses, usually 
of one or two rooms, of their non- 
refugee fellows in the host coun- 
tries, or living in caves, tents or 
other makeshift shelters. Imagine 
further that about half of the 
whole number consists of boys and 
girls under 15 years of age.” 

There are almost 900,000 refu- 
gees—a colony one-fourth again as 
large as the City of Baltimore! 
And these people were just pushed 
out by the Jews. In its propaganda 
for the West, Israeli takes the 
position that the Holy Land is 
Jewish by right—roughly equiva- 
lent to the demand that New York 
City be handed Sack to the In- 
dians, since they were the original 
settlers. 

We Catholics ask justice for 
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| these refugees; and we stand for 


the internationalization of Jeru- 
salem, ordered by the United Na- 
tions and consistently ignored by 
the Israeli Government. We must 
not permit ourselves to be deluded 
by the wave of propaganda in the 
press. We must stand firm on the 
question of Palestine. Since 1948 
our Church has already sent 
$20,060,000 in relief to the Arab

Courage Of Long Ago 


N the third volume of “The Re- 

formation in England,” only re- 
cently issued, Father Philip 
Hughes tells of Blessed Cuthbert 
Mayne. Born in 1544 and ordained 
“according to the new rite,” he 
served for some years as chaplain 
at St. John’s College, Oxford. But 
largely through the efforts of St. 
Edmund Campion and Gregory 
Martin, Blessed Cuthbert became a 
Catholic and by 1573 had followed 
his two friends to Douai. Ordained 
a priest in 1575, he came back to 
England as a missionary in the fol- 
lowing year. Arrested in June 
1577, he was tried in September 
and martyred November 30, 1577. 
He was beatified by Pope Leo XIII 
on December 29, 1886. 


The record notes the following 
exchange as taking place between 
Blessed Cuthbert and the Ministers 
of Religion on the day before his 
death: 

“When the adversarie made M. 
Maine this proffer of his life if he 
would but sweare upon a booke 
that the Queene was head of the 
Church of England, and if he did 
refuse, then be hanged, drawen 
and quartered, he tooke the Bible 
inte his hands, made the signe of 
the crosse upon it, kissed it and 
said, The queene neither ever was, 
nor is, nor ever shall be the head 
of the Church of England. 


Even Worse Than War 
T= are worse things than 

death. There are, even, worse 
things than war. A great many of 
us Americans hold to the old prin- 
ciple of “Death, rather than dis- 
honor.” We consider life not 
worth the living if it involves com- 
promise with principle. 

Thus we felt almost sick at the 
stomach when we heard Red 
China’s boast of killing 106 out of 
230 United States and Chinese Na- 
tionalist prisoners, with an addi- 
tional 13 Americans to be sent to 
jail for long-term sentences.

of apathy, an unwholesome lack of 
vitality.

Peaceful Coexistence 
An Impossibility 


EACEFUL coexistence with 
communism is demonstrahly 
impossible, since it is the avowed 
aim of communism to dominate 
the world. It is a heresy as mili- 
tant as Islam ever was in its prime. 
And its march is relentless. Within 
little more than a year half of 
Korea and half of Indo-China have 
been swallowed up. 

Commenting on the present posi- 
tion of communism in the world, 
Bishop Petit of Menevia in Wales 
declares that: 

“The attempt, seemingly success- 
ful, to conquer the East is at full 
strength and the East has teeming 
populations, tremendous material 
resources, a disregard for human 
life inconceivable to us, and there- 
fore the prospect of becéming a 


co-ordinated mass capable of 


swamping the West. 


“Christian Europe has shrunk to 
alarmingly small _ proportions, 
What, to my mind, is the most dan. 
gerous result of all this process is 
the change in the mentality of so 
many people outside the Catholic 
Church, 


“Men and women have become 
fatalistic in their expectation of 
what the future seems to hold in 
store for them and with that adap. 
tability, so characteristic of the hu- 
man mind, are asserting that after 
all communism is not so bad as it 
has been painted; that it can be 
tamed or domesticated; that Mao’s 
brand is not the same as the Rus- 
sian; that Tito’s type differs from 
both; that trade is the most impor- 
tant factor in reconciling the two 
ways of life and that the business- 
man is the great conciliator.” 


Concluding his talk, Bishop Petit 
said, “It is a race between the 
Catholic Church and the Commun- 
ist Party . . . Victory will go to 
the more determined, the more 
united, the more knowledgeable, 
and the more evangelistic of the 
two.”

They told of how he'd take the 
dirtiest details so that he might 
have a chance to move from hut 
to hut, to minister to the men. 
They told of how he jokingly said 
Saint Dismas, the Good Thief; was 
his patron for he managed to get 
food from Communist store houses 
and get it to men dying of sickness 
and starvation. They told of how he 
volunteered to dig the graves in 
frozen ground, how he washed out 
the soiled clothing of dysentery 
victims, how he kept working for 
others until at last he collapsed. 
Then they told of days when he 
was dying and how even weak and 
sick in bed he managed to give 
his men courage. 

This was Father Emil Kapaun 
whose story is one of the proudest 
chapters in United States history.

These include separation 
of Church and State, religious edu- 
cation, censorship, etc 

But even more valuable than its 
clarifications as to individual top- 
ics is its penetrating considera- 
tion of the whole subject of cur- 
rent controversy. It analyzes the 
techniques commonly used in de- 
faming American Catholics and 
makes practical recommendations 
for meeting and nailing these. 

Early in the book, Mr. O'Neill 
tells us, “The university graduate, 
the lawyer, the minister, the col- 
lege professor, the Phi Beta Kap- 
pa scholar, who are often respon- 
sible (for anti-Catholic slanders) 
constitute a new kind of Ku Klux 
Klan that can read and write.”

Dogmas Or Dreams 


CHARLES DAVENPORT 


BOUT once a month I have it 

explained to me by a non-Cath- 
olic in a conversation or an article 
that we poor priest-ridden Cath- 
olics have no freedom of thought. 
From what I can. gather from| 
them, on sunny days (and there 
are a lot of them in Italy) the 
Pope. gets up and murmurs to him- 
self: “This would be a nice day to 
say something infallible.” The 
dogma mills are put into motion 
and out rolls a brand-new doctrine 
which the priests dutifully cram 
down our throats. We Catholics, 
I am told, have no freedom of 
thought because we have definite 
beliefs. Being definite about some- 
thing is apparently a violation of 
the mind. 

This all bewilders me. I have 
always believed (on the word of 
a crafty priest) that the purpose of 
the human mind is to have defin- 
ite convictions. To speak of keep- 
ing an open mind makes about as, 
much sense as speaking of keeping 
an open mouth. Both mouth and 
mind are made to close on some- 
thing—the one on steaks or tur- 
nips, the other on the truth. Com- 
ing to definite conclusions is what 
distinguishes man from brute ani- 
mals and vegetables. Elephants 
are singularly broadminded. Pota- 
toes have few rooted convictions. 


To say that a man has a mind 
so sharp that he can never come 
to a definite conclusion is like say- 
ing a razor is so sharp you can’t 
shave with it or a Yale lock is so 
strong that it won't keep the door 
closed. 


definite choices and 
coming to definite conclusions does 
have its advantages, I admit. For 
instance, before a man marries he 
has the freedom to marry any one 
of a number of women. If he mar- 
ries, he loses that freedom of 
choice. He picks out one, and the 
rest who might have been his wife, 
so to speak, might as well be an- 
nihilated as far as he is concerned. 
To marry he must give up all the 
women in the world but one. But 
unless he does come to a definite 
conclusion and marries one, he 
can never have the advantages of 
having a wife. 

It works the same way with reli- 
gious truths. If you believe that 
your sins can be forgiven by a 
priest, you are not free to believe 
they can't. You must even con- 
fess your sins and promise not to 
sin again. But there is also a 
great deal of freedom in believing 
in Confession—freedom from sin. 
Believing in the Blessed Sacrament 
is a definite conclusion but it 
brings with it a definite advantage 
—the advantage of receiving the 
body and blood, soul and divinity 
of Jesus Christ. 

In all other phases of our life 
we demand very definite conclu- 
sions. Most of us would feel faint 
comfort if the doctor told us: “Yes, 
your condition is serious. You'll 
probably die if something is not 
done right away. But I refrain 


from doing or prescribing anything 
definite. Mustn’t be dogmatic, 
ou know.” #Why shouldn’t we 


ave definite conclusions in the 
most important things in our lives 
—the things that will help us save 
our soul and get us into God's 
presence forever? 


On God's Authority 


Abraham Lincoln said that God 
must love the common man, He 
made so many of them. St. Thom- 
as who, like God, also loved the 
common man, had some very prac- 
tical things to say about a man 
and definite religious beliefs. He 
said that most of us are too dumb, 
too lazy, or too busy to work out a 
complete religion of our own. And 
besides, God has loved us so much 
that He wants to give us things 
that are beyond our nature. That’s 
why we speak of the “supernatur- 
al” life, which is simply a Latin 
word meaning a life above our 
natural life, a sharing in God’s own 
life by grace

You 
would expect Him to give us an in- 
fallible guide.

When we believe, we don’t take 
things on the authority of the Cath- 
olic Church. We believe them on 
the authority of God. The act of 
knowing is often compared to light 
shining on an object. God, of 
course, knows Hiriself and every- 
thing else. When He gives us 
faith, He lets us share in His own 
light that shines on Himself and 
everything. God’s light is true; we 
know that when we see things in 
His light we can’t be wrong. That’s 
why we take God’s word. One of 
the things His light falls on is the 
Catholic Church. He shows it to 
us as an institution to tell us what 
He has revealed. When we accept 
the teaching of the Catholic 
Church, we are not accepting it on 
the word of the Church, but on 
God’s word 

Truth is the conformity of the 
mind and things. God had def- 
inite things in mind and He made 
them conform to His ideas. They 
are true. We must make our minds 
conform to things as they are, if 
we want to know the truth. If you 
want to; you can refuse to accept 
things as they are. You can say 
that reality is intolerant, dogmatic, 
trying to force your free.and noble 
mind into conformity with it. You 
are free to live in a dream world. 
You are perfectly free to maintain 
that this piece of paper before you 
is a roll of five dollar bills. But 
don’t try to pay the grocer (that 
dogmatic soul!) with it, for as they 
lead you away in a white snug-fit- 
ing straightjacket, perhaps those 
dogmatic words of our Lord will 
come thundering through your 
mind: “If you abide in my word, 
you shall be my disciples indeed, 
and you shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.”

Columbus Monument, 
Washington, D. C. 


Ass mour question, the most 
outstanding monument in the 
United States erected to Columbus 
stands facing the nation’s Capitol, 
just outside the Union Station in 
Washington, D. C. It was unveiled 
on June 8, 1912, with probably the 
largest gathering of government, 
diplomatic and church officials 
ever assembled. 

When Congress appropriated 
$100,000.00 to build this monu- 
ment, Edward L. Hearn, Supreme 
Knight of the Knights of Columbus 
was named by the President as a 
member of the Commission to 
erect it. The K of C voted an addi- 
tional $10,000 to help defray ex- 
penses. 

Fifty thousand men marched in 
the dedication parade, the majori- 
ty of whom were K of C, every 
state in the Union being repre- 
sented. President Wm. Howard 
Taft gave the dedication address.

servation of a stamp, and at the 
same time displaying it to its best 
advantage: Cut a square of black 
porous paper somewhat larger 
than the stamp. Then with a peal- 
able hinge the stamp is placed in 
the exact center of the paper. 
Both the paper and stamp are then 
covered with a “Crystal-Mount” 
which is glued over the photo- 
graph of the stamp in the collec- 
tion. For youngsters, the pealable 


hinge alone may suffice. No ex- 


perienced collector will ever re- 
glue or paste down a stamp. 

The photographs of stamps 
shown in this collection are being 
furnished through the courtesy of 
Jacques Minkus, head of the Stamp 
Department of Gimbel’s in New 
York City, with branches in Phila- 


delphia, Pittsburgh, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and Atlanta. 

Much of the information con- 
cerning the individual stamps has 
been obtained from the following 
texts: “The Nineteenth Century 
Postage Stamps of the United

Why Don't You Receive? 


Mass And Communion Should Go Together 


HY is it that so few Catholics! 


receive Holy Communion when 
they attend the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass? We ask thi§ question 
specifically in regard to Sunday 
Mass — especially the later Masses 
— when it is the ordinary thing to 
see perhaps a full church yet no 
one (or almost no one) at Com- 
munion. 

Father Clifford Howell, S.J., pos- 
es this question in one part of his 
book “Of Sacraments and Sacri- 
fice” (The Liturgical Press) — and 
answers it. He admits it is a shock- 
ing sight and says “it betrays a 
widespread apathy and ignorance 
of what the Mass is and what it 
means. For reason, the words of 
the Mass, and the officiai teaching 
of the Church all tell us that the 
‘ideal is for everybody at Mass to 
receive Holy Communion as their 
part of it.” 

The apathy occurs {n the case of 
those people who attend Mass only 
to avoid committing a mortal sin. 
They are obliged to be there, but 
are not obliged to receive Com- 
munion. But Father Howell is con- 
vineced that there are many others 
better disposed who also do not 
receive the Eucharist. In their case 
it is due to ignorance. They have 
the erroneous idea that confession 
and Communion go together, in- 
stead of Mass and Communion. 
They feel that they cannot receive 
Communion unless they have first 
been to confession — that confes- 
sion is a pre-requisite for Com- 
munion. 

We all should know that this 
idea is wrong. Confession is neces- 
sary prior to receiving Communion 
only if one is in the state of mortal 
sin. The Decree on Holy Com- 
munion stated that only two con- 
ditions are requisite for receiving 
Holy Communion — “the state of 
grace” and “a right and devout 
intention.” 

Everyone can — and should — 
receive Communion at every Mass 
even if they have not recently been 
to confession. Of course, as Father 
Howell points out, persons may 
go to confession if they wish — 
they are not obliged to if they are 
not in mortal sin. (However, the 
Sacrament of Penance is a tre- 
mendous means of obtaining grace, 
even if one is not in the state of 
mortal sin.) 

Christ said “He who eats My 
Fiésh and drinks My Blood, abides 
in Me and I in him” (John 6:57), 
and -St. Paul added “As often as 
you eat of this Bread and drink of 
this Chalice, you will show forth 
the death of God till He comes.” 
(1 Cor 11,26) We know that in 
the Mass our Lord comes to give 
Himself to us; but He does this 
that we may, with Him, give our- 
selves to the Father. He comes to 
teach us how to make ourselves a 
sacrifice of adoration, 4 constantly 
repeated act of dorfation and con- 
formity to God's will. 

Pope Pius X stated that Mass 
and Communion are “the indis 
pensable sources of Christian pi- 
ety.” We should look upon the 
Eucharist as the sovereign means 
left by Christ to glorify God and

‘| Am Not Worthy’ 


Of course, none of us is worthy 
to receive the Body and Blcod of 
Christ. The Church bids us repeat 
with the priest before Commun- 
ion the humble acknowledgment 


“Lord, I am not worthy.” But, by 
not being in the state of mortal 
sin, we have the life of grace in 
our soul. Thus we qualify for the 
invitation from God to become co- 
sacrificers and co-sharers with His 
Son in this act of worship. And 
the invitation should be accepted 
regardless of whether our last con- 
fession was last Saturday, last 
week, or several weeks ago. Being 
in the state of grace and having 
the right intention are what mat- 
ters, not the length of time since 
our last confession. 


We must realize what we do 


when we fail to receive Com- 
munion as a part of our Mass. Fa- 
ther Howell presents a graphic pic- 
ture of the unnatural and ungrate- 
ful behaviour of such a person: 


“For if you are doing your of- 
fertory properly, and taking part 
as you should in the canon, you 
are, in effect, saying to God: ‘Dear 
Lord I love You! And I want to 
make You a present!’ ‘What pre- 
sent?’ says God. ‘This bread and 
wine, Lord! This means me. I give 
you my whole self under this 
symbol at the offertory; and now 
I am jeining myself to the perfect 
Gift: the sacrificial body and blood 
of Your beloved Son!’ 


“Thank you,’ says God, IT am 
very pleased with that. And to 
show that I love you, too, I am 
going to give you a present in re- 
turn.’ ‘What present, Lord?’ you 
ask. ‘This same holy Bread!’ re- 
plies God. ‘Receive this body of 
My beloved Son, for your spiritu- 
al nourishment now, and as a pre- 
paration for eternal life. 

“And if you do not accept It 
when you might, you are answer- 
ing, in effect. ‘No, thank You, 
Lord. Not today, thank You. I 
am not taking Your present. I 
prefer to do without it. Some oth- 
er day perhaps — some other time 
— next week, maybe; or next 
month. But not now. I shall get on 
without Your present.’” 

Yes, that is what we say to God, 
— those of us who go to Mass and 
yet, though not in mortal sin, do 
not “partake from this altar of the 
most sacred body and blood” of 
God's Son.

TRUE PATRIOTISM, the Arch- 
bishop added, is equally active in 
war and peace. It defends the com-

It is ready to suffer and inflict 
violence in the defense of country, 
but it prefers the rule of law and 
even diplomacy, if these can ef- 
fectively prevent injustice.

This lady had hired 
an orphan boy, whom we shall 
call Mark, to handle the chores 
and keep her company. Rol quickly 
formed a deep affection for Mark, | 
and was hurt when Mark cried one 
Christmas Day because he had re- 
ceived no gifts like other children. 
two friends offered their 


sorrows to God in prayer, and 
promised that when they grew up | 
they would bring gifts to orphans | 
at Christmas time. 

Before Mark could fulfill his 
part of the vow he was killed on a 
battlefield in World War I. Look- 
ing back through the years, Rol 
says “I guess he gave more than 
I did... he lost his life in the 
war, and that’s as big a gift as a 
man can give.” 

The early 1920's found Rol 
happily married and working hard 
to establish himself in business. 
He looked forward to the day when 
he would be financially able to 
bring presents to orphaned chil- 
dren at Christmas time, thus com- 
pleting the promise he and Mark 
had made together in their youth. 

Then tragedy entered his life, 
swiftly and terribly. An accidental 
fire in Rol’s home got out of con- 
trol and spread through the entire 
building. Rol bravely tried to save 
his wife, but she lost her life in 
the flames and Rol was severely 
burned. 

Years of hard work had given 
him a strong body, which soon re- 
covered from its burns. But he 
could not bear the grief of losing 
his wife, and his spirit slowly be- 
gan to break. Rol finally reached 
the point where he openly and 
bitterly cursed a God in whom he 
had lost all faith. 

One day as Rol walked through 
a nearby forest he witnessed a 
deep spiritual rebirth, An un- 
believable peace took possession of 
his soul. As an act of sorrow for 
doubting God's goodness, Rol at 
that moment dedicated his life to 
God’s less fortunate children. 

The great peace that had come 
upon him remained with him, and 
from that moment his life took a 
new meaning. Rol Muhn went back 
to his community a man reborn. 
Although his worldly possessions” 
had been destroyed in the fire, he 
resolved to begin at once to search 
for unfortunate children and give 
them the fullest measure of love, 
regardless of his means. 

And now he faced a practical 
problem ... where could he find 
such children, and what could he 
do for them? 

His persistent search led him to 
St. Vincent’s. Here he found an 
orphanage whose resources were 
meager. But he did find children 
from broken homes, children with- 
out parents or relatives, children 
who responded gratefully to every 
token of love and affection. 

Although Rol Muhn was and is a 
devout Presbyterian, this fact was 
no hindrance to his good intention. 
After meeting Archbishop Noll and

their wholehearted approval. It 
was then he realized that hearts 
can find a unity in love even 
though heads sometimes cannot 
find a unity in creed. 


Rol’s preparations for his first 
Christmas visit to St. Vincent's in 
1926 were very simple. They had 
to be, for Rol was still trying to 
get back on his feet, and had 
barely enough money to cover the 
cost of his oresents. 


As he telis it “1 took my toys 
and treats in a couple of old 
ve sacks.” He neglects to add 
that he put in many spare hours 
making those toys by hand, using 
scrap wood, hardware and paint. 


There may have beén doubts in 
Rol’s mind about the outcome of 
his first visit to the orphanage. 
But the children made it plain 
that they were delighted, not only 
with his presents but with the man 
himself. He received many letters 
of thanks after the holiday season. 
With such encouragement, he de- 
cided to make St. Vincent's his 
Christmas rendezvous every year. 

Ten years later Rol was begin- 
ning to prosper. By then he had 
happily remarried, and his wife 
shared his great interest in the 
orphans of St. Vincent's. Since he 
now had the means to do more for 
the orphans, his wife suggested 
arrangements whereby each child 
would write a letter to “Santa 
Claus” during the year, stating 
what he or she most wanted for 
Christmas. (Rol did put a money 
limit on each gift, but it was a 
generous one and has been in- 
creased over the years to keep pace 
with rising costs.) 

The “letters to Santa” soon 
began arriving at Rol’s home. In 
scrawling handwriting, Rol feund 
requests for such things as “an 
airplane with glue, a nursing set, 
a first aid kit (much demanded by 
the girls) a Rosary, ear muffs, a 
necktie, a coloring book, crayons, 
a Tinker Toy ...” They sound 
like simple gifts. To the average 
child of average parents, any single 
one of those gifts would make up 
a very small part of the display 
under the Christmas tree. Yet to 
these children, one small simple 
remembrance br ght the greatest 
imaginable joy. 

Rol decided that the time had 
come for him to dress up like a 
real Santa Claus and bring his gifts 
in a big bag. Perhaps he didn't fool 
all the children in his disguise. By 
this time some of the orphans 
knew his voice and face quite well. 
But it didn’t matter . . . from then 
on, Rol was Santa Claus and no- 
body else. 

Word of Rol’s activities slowly, 
and indirectly, spread to his 
friends. They volunteered to help 
him, and today he can count on 
the time and work of a small group 
of ple who share Rol’s love for 
children. He and his friends now 
make their Christmas preparations 
a joint project, with everyone shar- 
ing the selection of gifts, the wra 
ping, writing the Christmas Car 
and other necessary details. 

A few years ago, on the occasion 
of Rol’s 25th anniversary visit to 
St. Vincent’s, he conceived the 
idea of taking 1,000 candy kisses, 
each one enclosing a shiny new 
penny, to distribute to the chil- 
dren. The children seemed to

think that each candy kiss had to 
be eaten as soon as it was opened, 
for some of them had their mouths 
so full of candy that they were 
unable to sing. 

Rol has found other ways to re- 
member the orphans during the 
calendar year. The Easter cele- 
bration may soon involve as much 
time and preparation as the Christ- 
mas one, as far as Rol is con- 
cerned. Birthday cards and gifts 
are now a regular part of Rol’s 
undertaking. 

There are many things that could 
be said about the work that Rol 
Muhn has carried on among the 
orphans for the past 27 years, but 
his own words are worth repeating. 
He says, “I learned that most 
people like to help the unfortunate, 
but they are too busy to take time 
to make someone happy. You know 
that God promises us only one day 
at a time, and in that one day I 
like to get in as much happiness 
and love for others as I can. 

“Did you ever look at a boy or 
irl when he was really happy?” 

e makes you feel so happy your- 
self you forget all your troubles. 
In all my years of going to the 
Villa, I have never seen a boy or 
girl really sad. They are always 
clean. They don’t swear or smoke 
or do some of the things that boys 
and girls do with their real fathers 
and mothers. The Sisters of the 
Villa p4ss out lots of love and faith 
to these children. When their 
hearts are broken and tears come, 
they run to their Sister and tell 
her their trouble. She wipes their 
tears and smooths their heads and 
tells them it will be all right, and 
they all live happily.” 

Rol Muhn’s deep feeling for the 
needy and deserving has inevitably 
carried over into his community 
life. A few years ago he became 
aware of the housing problem, and 
was distressed to see young mar- 
ried couples searching for hard-to- 
find houses or apartments. Rol’s 
long experience as a contractor 
served him well when he made this 
problem his personal concern. 

Before long he had established 
a series of modern, attractive 
rental homes and apartments, in 
which children and dogs were em- 
phatically welcome. He made these 
rental units available only to 
young married people of moderate 
means. His rental income from 
these units is set at a figure which 
barely covers the cost of operation 
and maintenance. 

It is hardly surprising, therefore, 
that many people think of Rol 
Muhn as “The Santa Claus Who 
Never Quits.” For he will continue 
his vocation without let-up, as long 
as his health, strength and means 
will allow him to do so. As another 
Christmas season comes upon us, 
Rol is busily making his prepara- 
tions for St. Vincent’s orphans. 
And these children know that 
Christmas Eve will be an occasion 
when they will be loved and re- 
membered. 

Rol Muhn’s story could be any 
man’s story . . . any man, that is, 
who will humble himself and follow 
faithfully where God leads him. 
Our Lord once told us that the 
harvest is plentiful but the labor- 
ers few. Let us therefore pray to 
the Lord of the harvest that he 
will send out more laborers, espe- 
cially among his needy, unfortu- 
nate children.
